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GEORGIAN BAY 
BILL DECISION 
IS POSTPONED 


By LLOYD ROBERTS 

OTTAWA, (By Mail)—A peren- 
nial friend, almost as afcient aa the 
Hudeon Bay Railway and even more 
unpopular in parliamentary circles, 
asserted itself upon the House for 
the fourth time this seasion under 
the name of Montreal, Ottawa and} 
Georgian Bay Canal Company. 

Twice Sir Robert Perley succeeded 
in talking it out, and the last two 
times Dr. Mannion of Fort William 
fave it such a drubbing that it is a 
wonder that [t still survives. It seems 
that the charter was granted 33 years 
ago to many who are now dead, on 
condition that the work commence 
within two years and have $50,000 
expended upon it, and be eK 
within eight years, on pain o 
feiture of the charter. And thers fe 
no sign of its starting yet! 

Water Power Sought? 

A good deal of water has passed 
over the Chaudiere since 1894 and 
conditions have altered materially. 
The excuse for a canal from the 
Great Lakes via the Ottawa river to 
Montreal has faded to insignifi- 
cance, manly due to the Welland 
Canal and the St. Lawrence deep 
water acheme, while the excuse for 
the development of water power has 
become all-important So now when 
the company demands the renewal 
of its charter for the fourteenth 
time, a most vital question confronts 
our law-makers; should the nation’s 
water power be surrendered into 
private hands? 

Dr. Mannion referred to the de- 


velopment of 1.500.000 horse power 
of electrfcal energy at Niagara Falls, 
of 75,000 horse power at Nipigon 
Falis and the recent opening of the 
Grand Falls development in New 
Brunswick as emphasizing the im- 
portance of such power today to 
many millions of people in adjacent 
areas and declared that there was 
almost a unanimity of desire in all 
parties and classes to refuse the 
charter to a private company. 
Amendment Moved 

At the end of the week a motion 
to refer the bill to the committee on 
vallways and canals was hotly con- 
tested. Hon. Hugh Guthrie, opposi- 
tion leader, moving an amendment 
to the effect that any measure of 
euch grave national and public im- 
portance ought not to be dealt with 
Thus the fight 


by any private bill. 
is further complicated and the de- 
cision, though ecarely in doubt, is 


further postponed. 

A far more important matter was 
the government's resolution for the 
organization of a national steamship 
company for the carrying out of the 
1926 trade agreement with the Brit- 
ish West Indies. Charles Dunning, 
Minister of Railways, explained that 
the securities of the company would 
be guaranteed by the government to 
the amount of $10,000,000, that cer- 
tain vessels of the Canadian Mer- 
chant Marine would be transferred 
to this service and five new boats 
would be built. The calling of sub- 
sidy tenders from private steamship 
lines had proved a failure and the 
dealing with the project through the 
Canadian National Railways and the 
financing of » government owned 
service, appeared to the government 
as the best way of fulfilling the 
agreement 

Fortnightly Service Planned 

Mr. Dunning thought that a direct 

fortnightly service between the West 


“Indies and Canada would result not 


only in increased business but also 
in the diversion of considerable 
trade that now passes back and forth 
via United Staites channels. Most 
of the discussion centred around the 
bullding of the new’ ehips,. some 
members thinking that they should 
all be built in this country, even if 
at greater expense, instead of allot- 
ting two of the contracts to Great 
Britain, as proposed. A bill, “‘respect- 
ing the Canadian National Steam- 
ships and to provide for the estab- 
lishment of West Indies service” was 
given ita first reading. 

Another important motion was 
moved by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
minister of interior, discharging in- 
debtedness incurred for advances of 
seed grain and other relief granted 
to farmers chiefly in Southern Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. This in- 
debtedness has become a heavy bur- 
den to many, causing much suffer- 
ing and even the abandonment of 
farms as the simplest method of es- 


cape. 
Reform of Senate 

A matter which has been con- 
epicuous by its absence, namely sen- 
ate reform, lifted its head again 
through a demand by J. 8. Woods- 
worth, Labor leader, for amend- 
ments to the British North America 
Act which “would enable us more 
adequately to cope with the com- 
Plicated problems which now con- 
front Canada.” 

Ernest Lapointe, minister of jus- 
tice, drew the sting by explaining 
that the constitution was made by 
the provinces and could not be am- 
ended by them and that such dis- 
cussion was a waste of time. How- 
ever, it was the intention to call a 
conference of the provinces this 
year, it was already provided for in 
the estimates, and no doubt impor- 
tant changes in the conetitution 
would result.

While the plan has not been dropped he- 
cause France and Italy are standing out, the 
three negotiating powers will have to take 
their refusals into serious consideration. The 
amount of armament a country requires for 
defence depends upon the amount which otber 
countries maintain or are free to create. 

Nothing is much less likely than that Brit- 
nip will find itself assailed by Italy or France. 
But such are the possibilities, remote as they 
may be, which have to be taken into account. 
Tf the conference does not accomplish as much 
as is hoped fer the fault will not lie with the 
thrée countries represented at the gathering. 
but with those which are not represented 
there.

Japan Refuses to Get Ont. 


The foreign minister at Tokio announces 
that Japan does not intend to surrender her 
concessions in China at present, as ‘‘the time 
is not thought to be ripe.”’ The statement is 
one to arrest attention at other capitals, since 
it involves soine issues of international conse- 
quence. 

If the other Powers surrender their con- 
cessions and Japan does not, the latter will 
hold a commercial advantage in China against 
all competitors. The ‘‘open door’’ in China 
is, in that case, simply slammed in the faces of 
Japan's trade rivals. Whether the slamming is 
done by the point-blank refusal of Japan to 
give up its eoncessions, ot by the willingness 
of one or other of the Chinese factions to let 
J.pan keep its concessions, would make no 
difference in the commercial results 

It is not to be forgotten that it was the re- 
fusal of Japan to withdraw from one province 
in China which brought about a strained situ- 
ation in the Pacific a few years ago; resulting 
in the Washington conference, as a means of 
saving Japan and the United States from 
plunging into a competition in naval con 
struction. If it was important then that Japan 
should not be allowed to hold any dominating 
position in Chinese affairs, are the other 
Powers now to forego all their treaty rights | 
and leave Japan the sole foreign power with a 
footing in China? 


The Other Way Out. 


The railway committee of the House of 
Commons has been informed that the engineers 
of the Notional Railways and the C. P. R 
agree that it is cheaper to handle the traffic 
out of and into the Peace River country over 
the existing lines of railway than it would be 
to build a direct line through the mountains

The news will naturally be disappointing to 
the people in the Peace River and (irande |

getting lower freight rates on the products | 
they have to ship out and the commodities they | 
have to import. | 

If the engineers are correct in their finding 
tnere is nothing more to be said as to the possi- 
bility of obtaining lower rates by the building | 
of the much-discussed ‘‘cut-off’’.
